*RAIN-GAMBLING’ IN INDIA. 

Rain-Gambling or ‘barant ka sntta? is 
on its triel at Bombay, saya the Fnglish- 
man, In 1889, the Chief, Presideacy Ma- 
gistrate decided that the offence did not 
come within the scope of Act LY. of 1887, 
and consequently Government had the law 
amended by Act I. of 1890. More recently 
a case involving the question whether coins 
are instruments of gaming was tried by a 
fall bench of the Bombay High Court, and- 
decided in the negative. Now, the Chief 
Presidency Magistrate is callod upon to say 
whether the amended: law ‘is. sufficiently 
comprehensive to enable it to deal with the 
old éffence. There can be no doubt as to 
the fact that roin-gambling is carried on in 
Bombay on a large seale. [In -tho: present 
oase, the two Natives who are being prose- 
cuted sre ahown-to huvo rented a shed ina 
compound, and to have arranged and fitted 
it up for the express purpose of gambling. 
They pay'a monthly rent of ls, 250 tor the 
‘ shed, ond it is divided into eleven stalls, 
whioh are-let out at Ks, 100 a month each, 
The stalls ars takon by Banins and Marwaris 
who carry on the business of book-making, 
with the important difference that they do 
* mot themselves lay the odds. ‘They register 
bets and bold'the stakes, levying a commia~ 
sion of ‘half-an-anna inthe ropee on the 
amounts woo...The business goes on from 
early mora till midnight, the number of 
those present varying from three. or four 
hundred; The odds are shouted—up* to 
thrao o'clock five -to.one, up to six o'oloel 
ten to one, and ao forth, A clock, which is
